DEATH OF J. F. HERRING, THE EMINENT ANIMAL 
PAINTER, 

It is with considerable regret we announce the death of Mr. J. F. 
Herring, one ofthe moat esteemed members of the British Tuatitytion, 
and an animal painter of great distinction, Ho expired at 
Meopham Park, Tunbridge, on Saturday Jast, in the 70th year of his 
age. 

Mr. Horring's early life was not cagt under such circumstances ag or- 
diniarly serve to evoke artistic aspirations, or to foster artistic powers; 
his genius, and the ability with which he was gifted to express it, 
rather had to foroetheir way outof the trammelaofearly associations and 
necessities, He waa theson of a London tradesman. Hia father was 
a native American sottled in the metropolis. Ag a boy ho obtained 
employment in making signboards and filling in the crests on coach 

anels; then he travelled to Yorkahire, and, atill a yery young man, 
bebaind a coachman—-for many years driving the coach between York 
and London. But the love of art which ho manifested as a boy wag 
not quenched or forgotten amid the arduous life he had to lead. He 
practised painting in all the leisure he could gain, ustil some of hir 
produstions—portraits of the horaes he drove—attracted attention, 
and gained him the good advico that he should prosecuty hig art as a 
profession, Doubtless his occupation and its associations had given 
his taste the bent which his pancil ever afterwards followed, He soon 
attained notice, and thon fame, for his portraits of racera and his pic- 
tures of the hunting-field, He outstripped all his rivala for this 
particular class of subjectg, and to the day of his death was never over- 
taken. He, however, painted several pictures of more extended 
subjects, the great baauty of which won him fama; but as a classe 
painter of high rank his professional reputation will best survive. 

Vhen 19 years of age he witnessed the St. Lager, at Doncaster, and 
painted the winner with great success, For thirty-three years in 
succession he posformed the same task and won golden opinions by 
his productions. Her Majosty has eight horsey painted by him, and he 
has painted horges for many of the leading personages in Frauce, We 
have only to add that hy was the father of the now famous Ban 
Herring, whose pictures have long formed 4 leading attraction ia these 


pages.

MORPHOLOGY IN FOWLS. 

I am not myself at all fond of malformations and monstrosities, but 
two so peculiar have just accidentally dropped into my hands, that 
send them to your office, as there are individuals who feol an interest ia 
guch things. Both the birds were killed on the same day by ono of 
our principal poulterers, nor were the parties who plucked them 
aware of the eccentricity of either till pointed out to them. ‘The first 
singular freak of Dame Nature was a fall-grown Duck with two wings 
on one side and one on the other. When just killed, and consequently 
pliant, you could open or shut them at pleasure, as they would fold 
over each other, showing but little singularity when closed beyond 4 
common wing, though the flight feathers of each were alike fully 
formed. 

The samo day a well-grown chicken was killed, and proved to be 
the owner of the two feet sent. They are web-footed entirely between 
the two external toes, and also much more webbed than usual between 
the middle and inner toes. When I first saw it the body was entirely 
plucked, sposeaiently, thus nude, I can only say no malformation of 
body existed. The head was evidently that of a well-bred Brahma 
pullet, pea-combed, and derk feathered. The two legs were at ths 
first densely covered with feathers on the outside, quite two inches 
long; but unfortunately these were stripped off before I saw it again. 
Some of the nails of the feet are worthy of attention on account of their 
close similarity to those ofa duck, the remainder being procisely like 
those of a common fowl.—E. H.

Itappears, however, inevitable, and the 
important part would seem to be to obtain the best. 

tis stated that ‘the reddish brown and cinnamon are both ob- 
jectionable colours.” I should agree to this, if this colour were the pre- 
valent tint; still, I believe I am correct in writing that some breeders 
prefer an orange tint over the pencilling of the breast in the hen, 

I know one of our most successful exhibitors is of this opinion, and! 
understood him to say that he had kept Brahmas largely in Americ 
before they came into fashion here, and that he considered this the 
correct colour. I notice in “ The Standard of Excellence,” that there is 
no mention madeof this orange colour, My experience of dark Brahmas 
leads me to say that the cocks may be found of two colours—silvery 
white, and straw-coloured white hackle, back, and saddle, Ac, The 
former for the most part have the breast black, the latter spotted with 
white, The former have rarely any bronzing on the wing, the latter, 
perhaps, always have a touch of this,sometimes very objectionably 804 
still, my experience of the shape and substance of the strawy- 
coloured birds, with the addition of the spotted breast, loads me 10 
prefer these, Dark Brahma hens may be seen, as I believe, of thre? 
different colours. J cannot see that one of these is any batter than 
another, whilst 1 have headed the prize list in tolerably stiff competi- 
tions with birds of each variety. ; 

Tho three varieties I have noticed are dark brown pencilling, light 
grey pencilling, and dark (almost black) grey pencilling. ‘The first 
are those that usually have the breast more or less of an orange tint 
and the ground colour is a very light brown. ‘Phe light grey are ex- 
ceedingly beautiful birds, the ground colour I take to be nearly whil® 
the pencilling is more distinct, possibly because of the hgbter colour 2 
the ground. The breasts are ofign beautifully pencilled, but are fre- 
quontly quite white—a great defect, as I take it. 

Lastly, let me notice the dark grey. Here tho pencilling is almost 
black, and the ground colour is darker, Tho breast ia often very light, 
almost white, each feather beautifally Jacsd with black or dark greys 
making a very pleasing contrast. The head and hackle feathers até 
black, though some traces of silver are to be found ag the hackle 
approaches the shoulders. I am disposed to think that some of 1be 
best-shaped birda I have ever seen have been of this colour, whilst 
some of my friends tell mo they lay better than the other colours.

PRINCE OF WALES'S THEATRE. 

Miss Marie Wilton commenced on Monday evening, her avoond 
campaign in the transformed theatre, over which she held such eue- 
ceeatal sway during her first season. If the crowded state of the house 
and the warm acclamations with which she was received are reliable 
indications, there is little room to doubt that she stands upon aperfectly 
solid foundation of public recognition and esteem. She i fie prin- 
ceps of burlesque, in its later developments, and to her, perkisps, more 
than to any other actress, is owing much of the reticenda ea. well as 
grace of the kind of drama, with the establishment of which in the 
favour of the public, she has had so much to do. Her acting of the 
gamin of burlesque is a model worthy of study by all burlesque ac- 
tresses, and charming to the public because of its thorough delicacy. 
In the clothes of a vulgar boy, speaking his street-slang with the very 
perfection of saucy insouciance, and mimickiug hie rvdest pranks, she 
never for a moment, by tone or gesture, permits her audience to forget 
that itis a delicate and sensitive woman who is ane all this to 
amuse them. ‘This t is, as much as her cleverness, that has made her 
so great a favourite, by giving to her acting the charm of a refinement, 
at once peculiar and delightful. To her Mr, Byron ia greatly indebted 
for the maintenance of barlesque against the effeot of a reaction 
which, a year or two back threatened to set in dead againat that par- 
ticular species of dramatic composition; the arrangement therefore 
by which he produces his new burlesque, exclusively in a theatre pro- 
sided over by her, is in the highest degres jodicious. That tho little 
thoatre in Ti ttenham-street will, barring accident, long be the favoured 
home of the special entertainment which their combined talents unable 
them to produce 8» perfectly, appears highly probable from the intorest 
unmistakeably evinced by their patrons on tha opening of the new 
season.

of presenting a laughter-moving iustead of a tear- sroducing sinale, he 
has used for hia purpose as little as possible either of Sir Walter Seott’s 
narrative or of Dovizetti’s libretto. Lucia is ruthlessly despoiled of 
her madness and her one great scene, and marries Kdgar of Ravens- 
wood, as if the * Brida of Lammermoor” had been one of the jolliast 
of popular novels. ‘To enjoy Mr, Byron's new piece, indeed, hia 
audience must get rid of all recollection of book and opera. One of 
the characters of Sir Walter Scott’s story they may regret to lose, called 
Balderston ; but, en revanche, Mr, Byron, plead the opera-book, 
interpolates a ceriain Dr. Raymond, who is one of the 
most umusing personages in the piece, overflowing with 
prescriptions for all the ills that flesh is heir to, and 
and more besides, and with the whole ‘ Eton Latin Grammar ” at his 
tongue’s tip ready to be poured out on the smallest provocation, thrown 
into rhyme, and sung to the newest of music hall aire, Tho part ia 
played with real burlesque unctuosity by Mr. H. W. Montgomery, 
Mr. F. Dewar is tho Henry Ashton, as be emphatically tells the 
audience, in answer to an offer of Dr. Raymond to prescribe 
for him, “I'm Henry Ashton,” he yells, “mot. Billi-ons.”  Ac- 
cording to Mr. Dewar'’s presentment of the character, he ia a 
sort of cross between Sawney Bean and x Wild Indian ont of 
a travelling show. Lucy of Lammermoor is played by Mr. J. Clarke in a 
narrow-skirted blue satin frockand wide-brimmed Leghorn hat, decked 
with much plaid-pattern ribbon. Her lover, the hitherto luckless 
Edgar of Ravenswood, is represented by Miss Marie Walton, who in, 
default of much scope for acting, delivers her speeches and songs with 
the most perfect point and grace. Miss Fanny Josephs plays the rival, 
Arthur Bucklaw, who has become, in Mr, Byron’s crucible, a heavy 
swell—and falls ag far as a swell can be supposed capable of falling— 
in love with Alice (Miss Hughes), Lucy’s waiting-maid. Nothing 
comes of this incident, by the way. As we have intimated, the finale of 
Mr. Byron's story is as merry ag he could contrive to muke it. Edgar 
and Luey fly at the moment when the marriage with Arthur Bucklaw 
is about to be forced npon her; but the vehicle they select to carry 
their loves into « place of greater conveniénee aud security, proves to 
be not road worthy; and they are brought back—to end the piece and 
receive the hearty applause of a pleased and warmly demonstrative 
audience. In the writing of “Lucia di Lammernioor,” Mr, Byron 
appears to have felt the necessitv of doing his best to counteract the 
inaptitude of the story for burlesque treatment. We hardly remember 
one piece of his in which the puns have been so olaborately buils up. 
Some of them are admirably bad and provoked long-continued shrieks 
oflanghter. His word-quibbles are abusdant, and there is a really 
Wonderful freshness in the kind of torture to which he pats not only 
hig mother-tongae but one or two tongues besides, One specimen 
Occurs to us: Lucy is lamenting her unfortuna‘e condition and guys 
the has heardofthehorns of a dilemma, but never of the horns of a “ Di 

ammermoor.” ‘he most atriking quality of his new piece is the 
fluency with which ho has wedded bis verses to several extremely 
dificult measures.

What 
Mr. Bennett does not possess is originality ; ho is content to take the 
conventionalities of the stage as he findsthem, and to use them in the 
place of natural declamation and unforced. variety of emotion, He 
runs on a very superior sort of dead level, never descending in the vale 
of mediocrity, never riging to the height of grandenr. ‘The best parts 
of his performance of Virginius were those calling for subdued ex- 
pression, ‘Tho bursts of passion and paternal affeation were harsh and 
grated unpleasantly on the ear. Notwithstanding this, it was im- 
possible not to be fascinated by the performance as a whole, and thus, 
thought the audience, for the applause bestowed upon Mr, Bonnett was 
very hearty, and the recalis numerous, On Monday ho appoared as 
Louis XI., and gave a very powerfal reading of the character.

Readers of the London Journal will not readily forget that terrific 
romance éntitled “ Nelly; or, the Companions of tha Uhain,” and re~ 
flective persons, who read newspaper advertisements as well as London 
Journal romances, would be astonished at the announcement that 
Nelly” was to be fashioned into 4 drama of four acts and a prologue, 
and would wonder how human ingenuity could contrive to squeeze 
such ap incongruous and interminable string of sensations into the 
ordinary limits of a stage piece, ‘The mystery waa solved at the 
Marylebone on Monday Y Mr. Hazlewood, who has written more 
dramas than all the other English dramatists put together. Anything 
that it is possible to do in the way of welding unlikely material into 
rarssanitable fort, Mr. Havlewood can do, and when he has tried his 
hand on Mill's '' Liberty” and a few other works of that olags, he 
will have attained the position of the most successful playwright of 
his age. He has treated the tremendous ‘' Nelly; or, the Companions 
of the Chain,” with great familiarity, puliiog it all to pieces, and 
putting it together again after his own style; but he has been oarefal 
to preserve, in their integrity, all the prominent charaotera of the 
tale, Itis utterly impossible to follow all that Mr. Hazlewood has 
orowded into four acts and a prologue, but the main link of his plot is 
as follows :—The curtain rises upon the [nglish Infantry Station at 
Bhurtpore during the great mutiny. Here we find Lord Oharles 
Brandon in command of a regiment. He is however assassinated in 
the jungle by Captain Bloodworth and o ruffian of the deepest dye 
namid Jabez Jamrack.

The Turf, the Race Horse, and the Stud Farm. By R. H. Copperth waite. 
London: Day and Son, (Second Notice.) 

We return to this work with considerable pleasure. Jt haa so much 
to recommend it that it should be studied rather than read, for there 
ig scarcely a page from which much valuable informazion may not be 
gleaned. We are principally attracted to the descriptions of famous 
sites, which are truthful and photographic in their minute development 
Of detail. Here wo have Caractacus, and nothing can be better :— 

‘+ CARACTACUB.” 

“A bay horse, five years old, by ‘ Kingston ;’ dam‘ Defenceloas,’ 
by ‘ Defence ;’ her dam by * Cain,’ out of * Ridotto,’ by * Reveller.’ 

“This horse appears now to be at least the most fashionable, as 
Well as the most desirable representative of the ‘ Venison ’ blood ; the 
8pirited proprietor of-the great Middle Park stud having some time 
880 experienced a loss by the death of his favourite, ‘ Kingston,’ the 
Striousness of which has become subsequently more apparent 
through the successes of his sons and daughters, ‘ Queen Bertha,’ 
Winner of the Oaks, &c. A very curious prejudice seemed at

Other respects, has a good temper,

“* Oaractacus’s ' performances 
Were—indepoendently of his winning 
the Derby —good ; his success for 
the latter being a surprise, no doubt,

Oree, with plenty of quality and 
Tacing points, and most likely to 
Bet racehorses.”

Tho chapter on brood mares is super-excellent, and we extract the 
following as a specimen :—~ — 

“ My advice toa beginner is to select the brood mare from the most 
fashionable, and, of all things, the most running families, with con- 
stitution, shapes, youth, temper, and speed. ‘Tne question then is— 
How is a purchaser to select a brood mare? That query is answered 
thus,—Deal or try where you will, at best it is a lottery ; but in order 
to reduce the risk as far as possible, the reader should adopt the fol- 
lowing course :-— a 

“ The running blood on both sides; and there we find them in all 
shapes, Some are prejudiced in favour of large mares (generally 
termed‘ roomy ' mares), aud the idea is right to ucertain extent; but, 
assuming that the owner is desirous to breed a ‘racehorse,’ my 
opinions are hereafter conveyed ag to the sort of mare from which he 
sheuld elect to breed. Tall mares are noi the more desirable because 
they are tall; as a general rule, the deep- girdled, large-bodied, short- 
legged mare, with wide hips and length, of moderate height—say 
fifteen hands and a half (many first-class and tried mares have not 
exceeded fifteen hands), if anything resembling, when in stud form, 
more the draught mare than the light thorough-bred—is the sort to 
breed from : for instance, a better iilustration could hardly be afforded 
than old ‘ Echidna,’ dam of ‘ The Baron,’ (sire of ‘Stockwell’ and 
‘ Rataplan ’), who Was more like an animal that had been drawing a 
float or an omnibus all her life, than breeding St. Leger winners, as 
she walked about the paddocks at Jockey Hall, with @ head like a

20th, ten thousand same, and several thousand within the last few days 
(July Ist to 8rd). This morning, on examining the lot planted June 
1ith, 1 find new roots alraady 1 inch in length, and every one living 
and doing as well as could be desired. Tne lot of June 24th had not 

finished their growth when planted, but were just beginning to show 

the terminal bud; they have hardened up and stand quite erect. We 

planted the above in beds four feet wide, with two-feet alleys be- 

tween ; ifthe ground is dry we water it, cover tho surface with half- 
inch of swamp muck, and plant with a dibble six iaches apart and two 
inches apart in the rows; water well when planted; no shade, bat in 

a hotdry time a little freah grass thrown lightly over them, as we did 

on the ten thousand planted last August, would be advisable. When 

I commenced the experiment last summer, I would not have dared to 

plant them with a dibble wt that season of the year, fearing it would 
braise the delicate roots, had it not been for an article I saw recom- 

mending the planting of evergreens at that season, and pounding the 
ground over the roots with arammer. I put on the mulch to keep the 

moisture in the ground till the roots takea new start, which Iam suatis- 
fied is within a very fow days, at this hot season of the year. I shall 
transplant at intervais till the mid- 
dle of August, but not later in the 
season,— Kost, Dovenass, Wanu- 
kegan, Illinois. [We regard this 
communication of Mr, Douglass’s as 
one of the most important we have 
ever had the pleasure of laying be- 
fore our readers. It was at one 
time supposed that evergreens could 
not be raised here, and that impor- 
tation was a necessity. Several of 
us, among others Mr. Douglass, 
have learned that they can be as 
successfully and cheaply raised here 
as in Europe, and many thousands 
of dollars will be saved to the 
country. Now we have the im- 
portant announcement that we can 
transplant them at almost any 
time, which will be a great boon to 
those who havo heretofore supposed 
that what was to be done had to be 
finished in a hurry during a few 
wooks in spring or not at all. With 
root-grafting in winter, and summer 
planting, the American nursery- 
man can find regular employment 
for his hands all the your round. 
Mr. Douglass gives the middle of 
August as his latest time for plant- 
ing. In the middle of September 
we had several thousand Pinus 
rigida and Scotch pine, raised from 
seed sown eighteen months pravi- 
ous, and our success was equal to 
that of Mr. D. Not one of the 
Scotch pine failed, and very few of 
the Pitch Pine, which were very 
much crowded in the seed-beds, 
During the coming September we 
shallrisk out thousands of seedlings 
of last year’s raising. Ourplan isto 
put the roots in buckets of water as 
they are lifted, and they are taken 
from the water immediately as set 
in. ]—American Gardener's Monthly. 


FRUIT GARDEN. 


Apples and Pears that have beon 
gathered within the last fortnight 
should now be looked over very 
carefully, when it will be found 
that those that were bruised, or in 
any way injured, have begun to 
decay, and unless removed will 
infect the others, Filberts are now 
ripe in most situations, and should 
be gathered. They keep well 
packed firmly in a moderate-sized 
hamper. In this way they do not 
sulfer from excess of moisture, and 
the kernels keep plump and sweet 
till May or June. It will be of 
benefit to Peach trees to go over 
them and cut out those shoots which 
have borne fruit, but have not a 
terminal wood shoot; those remain- 
ing will be benefited by the clear- 
ance, as they cannot be too far 
upart at this season, It is now time 
to think of making preparations for 
filling up vacancies on the walls 
with young trees, and, perhaps, in 
some cases, judicious transplanting 
may be considered advisable. In 
either case, the sites must be pro- 
perly prepared with fresh maiden 
loam; if the borders have been 
properly constructed with regard to 
drainage, and without this no good 
results can be expected, but little 
preparation beyond removing a

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THE LATE CHARLES TREADWELL, 

A great gloom was recently cast over the hunting world by tho 
sudden death of Charles Treadwell, the celebrated huntsman of the 
Bramham Moor hounds.

tho nature of hig disease, Until the Sunday preceding his demise ho 
was tolsrably well, and in the avening he walked out in the beautiful 
gardens of Bramham-park with Mr, Moffat, the head gardener. It was 
a cold evening, and he complained of being chilly, and went into his 
cottage close by, At first he experienced some difficulty in breathing, 
but in an hour and a half he became rapidly worse, and in a short 
struggle this great huntsman and good man wasno more. The medical 
man, who was called in too late to render him any assistance, declared 
his belief that he died of retroceding gout seizing on a vital 
organ, In him the hunting world has lost one of its brightest mem- 
bers. Steady, honest, keen,’ intelligent, and untiring in his duties and 
workin the kennel and the field, to find his equal is acarcely to be 
expected. Although one can only hope his excellent and sorrowing 
master may find a person to serve him, it is quite certain he will never 
find another Charles Treadwell. He was buried at Walton, where he 
wished to retire when his hunting career terminated. In conclusion,

THE ENGLISH SETTER. 
(BY A BREEDER OF GREAT EXPERIENOE.) ; 

Wo proceed to give the points of the English setter, with their 
numerical value. 

1, Tue Heap.—This should not bo so heavy as the pointer’s,{nor so 
wide across the ears. There should beat least four inches from the 
inner corner of the eye to the point of the nose, In many first-class 
dogs there is half aninch more, The nasal bone should be rather de- 
pressed in the centro, and slightly raised at the nostrils. (The nose aud 
nostrils large; the nose dark liver-coloured or black, and moist and 
shining. The jaws should bo level, and the teeth exactly level in front. 
Though nothing detracts more from appearance than the 'snipe-noso, 
there should not be that fulness of lip allowablejin the pointer, but atthe 
angles of the mouth the lips should be rather pendulous, ‘The ears 
should be set low in the head, larger whero they are attached than at 
the tips, which should be round—not vine-leaved or pointed. They 
should never be pricked or carried forward, even on the point. The 
eye should be sparkling, largo, not protruding like the King Charles, 
but well sat, and full of intelligence, The neck long, thin, slightly 
arched at the crest, and cloan-cut where it joins the head—this last a 
most important point. Wo should give head, 10; nose, 10; neck, 5; 
ears, 5—as in the pointor’s scale, 

2. Frame and Ovtiint.—Tho shoulders should be set well back, the 
blades long, the muscle well developed throughout. Ribs, not so round 
as the pointer’s, the back ribs deep—a great point. The chest deep, but 
not wide, The loin broad and arched slightly, and the hips wide at 
the risk of being ragged. The hind quarters square and strongly 
made. We give loins, 6; shoulders, 6; hind quarters, 6; chest, 4; 
outline, 3. 

3, We|come noxt to tho Frrr anp Leas, which have ‘to stand a 
large proportion of the wear and tear. We prefer round cat-like feet 
to the spoon or hare foot, though many good judges differ ‘from us. 
An experience of more than twenty years leads us to prefer the round 
foot, with toes well arched, as distributing the power of the toes more 
equally, and as best suited for every description of shooting ground— 
in fact, the foxhound foot and hisleg with it. The feet should be 
straight, neither turned in nor out, The toes should be well furnished 
with hair, which, in the best breeds, forms a tuft between the toes, and 
protects the sole, being replenished as fast asit wears away, ‘The pas- 
terns should be'nearly upright and large; the knees large; the fore- 
legs upright, and in a ‘standing position—the legs should be like good 
fore-legs in a horse, the feet slightly in the advance of straight; the 
hocks strong, seta little in, if there is any deviation at all from a 
straight line, We allot, feet 8, legs 7, hocks 5. 

4, General QUALITY OR OnARACTER, AND StgrN.—By character 
wo mean that indefinite refinement which gives a general notion of ex- 
cellence, conveying an impress in the judge's mind which he would find 
it hard to define. The stern should be set up well at the back, and 
carried with a gentle undulating sweep upwards. The feather should 
be flat, silky, and deepest in the centre, going off to nothing at the tip 
itself, which should be fine and pointed, by no means blunt or clubbed, 
We give tail and character, 10. 

5. The Coat should be of the finest sillcy texture, devoid of all curl, 
and the less waved the better, Though copious enough to fringe the 
profile of the whole body (except the head and spring of the neck) it 
should not be heavy. There should be an inclination in the coat to part 
down the back. @ allot fifteen points to texture and feather. 

We place the colours in order of merit :—1, Orange-and-white, with 
freckled nose and legs; 2. Orange-and-white; 8. Lemon-and white; 
4, Black and white ticked, with slight tanned spots on feet and legs, 
commonly called “ Belton grays;” 5. Pare white; 6. Black; 7. Fallow 
or yellow; 8. Liver, or liver-and-white, We have heard of a breed of 
ee colour, with tanned feet and masks, but we havo never seon 
them. 

We may observe that, whonever the dog is partly white, thore should 
bo a blaze of white down the forehead, and a spet in the centre. ‘The 
absence of this blaze gives a heavy expression to the countenance,—The

Tho two races to be rowed on days following each other, 
and I will allow him 500 dols. for expenses, and guarantee him a fair 
race, smooth course, and gentlemanly treatment. Should he beat mo 
it will be no disgrace, and the money shall be given to him and his 
friends without Rewepeper controversy. Ihope, Mr. Queen, you will 
be able to get up an International Match. Although it may be 
thought presumption in me challenging Mr. Kelly, yet I will never 
be satisfied until I have tried conclusions with the best rowers of 
England. Should Mr. Kelly row at Pittsburgh, my friends here will 
put up all the money, but should it be moré in consonance with friends

It has been very seldom that more genuine interest has been 
evoked in a sculling match than that evoked by tho amateurs who 
contended on the Thames on Saturday, for the above sum. The com- 
pétitors were T.. Sutcliffe, of the firm of Messrs. Bradbury, Wilkinson 
and Co., lithographic printers, and J. Smith, of the firm of Perkins, 
Bacon and Co,, bank-note printers, and the course was from Putney 
to Barnes.
